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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL,:

SIR, . 
During the year B880 that indication of improvement in commercial 
matters which had shown itself towards the end of the year previous 
was continued, and in fact this last may be almost termed a somewhat 
prosperous year after so long a périod of depression. The agricultural 
outlook was not yet bright, but the seasons were on the whole better ; 
the temperature throughout the year being generally higher, the sun- 
shine of greater intensity than for some time, and the average rainfall 
rather less than that for 1879. The proportion of marriages among the 
population still shows a falling off, as also does the birth-rate, which is 
the lowest for many years, and is a natural consequence of the former. 


The death-rate is, however, low, although somewhat higher than 
during 1879. 


POPULATION. 


In this as in last Report the estimates of population made use of 
are obtained from the Census numbers of 1881, it being found more

correct to estimate back from the latter than onwards from the Census 
enumerations of 1871, as was necessarily the case up to the publication 
of the Detailed Annual Report of 1879, when the last Census numbers 
were first available. We accordingly find that, at the 30th June 1880, 
the estimated population of Scotland is 3,705,994, of whom 1,783,950 are 
males, and 1,922,044 females. They are distributed over the five groups 
of registration districts into which Scotland is divided as follows:—In 
the Principal Town Districts, 1,193,128; in the Large Town Districts, 
439,403; in the Small Town Districts, 865,459; im the Mainland Rural 
Districts, 1,077,497 ; and in the Insular Rural Districts, 130,507.

BIRTHS. 


124570 births were registered in Scotland during the year 1880, 
being at the rate of 336 births in every ten thousand of population, or 
33613 per cent. This is the lowest number of births which has taken 
place in the country in any one year during the lasi five, and the smallest 
proportion to the total population since 1855. 

Of the above, 63786 were males, and 60784 females, an excess of the 
former over the latter of 3002. 

Of the total 124570 births, 42903 were referred to the Principal 
Town districts, constituting in this group a birth-rate of 3°596 per cent. 
In the Large Town districts 15734 births took place, or 3°581 per cent. 
of a birth-rate. In the Small Town group they numbered. 29843, or 
3-448 per cent. In the Mainland-Rural districts 32790 natal events 
occurred, being at the rate of 3043 per cent., while the Insular-Rural 
districts claimed of such 3300, or a birth-rate of 2°529 per cent. Tables 
III. and IV. 

10589 of the total births registered in Scotland during 1880 were 
returned as illegitimate, showing that 8°50 per cent. of the births come , 
under this denomination, a slight decrease upon those of lke nature in — 
the previous year. 

In Tables Va. and Vb. is found some information as to the number 
and proportion of illegitimate births in the Principal Towns of Scotland, 
and in each of the five registration districts into which it is divided, as 
also for the two counties of Banff and Wigtown, the inhabitants of which

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in the greatest proportion apparently omit to undergo a regular marriage 
ceremony. 

In the latter Table, we have the proportion of illegitimate births to 
the estimated number of unmarried women and widows living in each 
locality at ages between 15 and 45. 

Of the 124570 live births registered in Scotland during the year 
63786 were of the male sex, and 60784 of the female. Thus for every 
hundred female live births we have 1049 male births. Among the 
legitimate alone the proportion is 1044 male to every hundred female 
births; whilst among the illegitimate alone there were 110-0 male for 
every hundred female births.

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In 1438 cases the births were twin, and in 8 cases triplet, so that 
the number of mothers in Scotland who during the year bore live chil- 
dren was 123116, and of those mothers one in every 85°5 bore twins, and 
one in every 15389°5 bore triplets. 

The above numbers refer solely to the children born alive, as still 
births are not accounted for to the Registrar-General. 

On Table Va. is seen the number of births in each of the elght 
Principal Towns during the year, and their proportion per cent. to the 
population. In Leith the rate is highest, being 3°894 per cent., or almost 
39 per 1000; Greenock comes next with 3846 per cent. or 38 per 1000; 
Edinburgh being lowest with 3°338 per cent. or 33 per 1000. 

The birth-rate per 1000 of population during 1880 was in the

MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages which took place in Scotland during the 
year under review was 24505, which is an advance in number upon those 
solemnized during 1879, of 986, but in the proportion of only 0°6346 per 
hundred of estimated population, or 63 in every ten thousand,—the 
lowest rate that has been experienced in the country since the commence- 
ment of these Reports. In England the marriage-rate was 74 per ten 
thousand of its inhabitants. In the Mainland-Rural and Insular-Rural 
districts of the country the number of marriages is under that of lastyear by 
63, to the extent of 15 in the former, and 48 in the latter; in the other 
three divisions they are increased, in the Principal Town group to the 
extent of 273; in the Large Town group by 310; and in the Small 
Town group of districts by 466 ;—the marriage-rate per ten thousand of 
the population being in the Principal Town districts 82; in the Large 
Town districts 70; in the Small Town districts 64; in the Mainland- 
Rural 51; and in the Insular-Rural districts 41. 

In estimating the fertility of marriages, which is done in accordance 
with the method proposed by the late Dr Farr, we find that during 1874 
26390 couples entered into the matrimonial state in Scotland, and that 
during 1880 the registered legitimate births amounted to 113981, so that 
Leest gives 4:32 as the average fertility of each marriage, or 432 
children to 100 marriages. 

In England a similar calculation gives 4:15 as the average number 
of births to each marriage, or 415 children to 100 marriages. 

Upon Table Va is found the percentage of marriages to the 
population in each of the Hight Principal Towns of Scotland. Edin- 
burgh stands highest with 0°877 per cent., or nearly 88 marriages in 
every ten thousand of population; Glasgow is next with 0850 per cent.,

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or 85 per ten thousand; whilst Perth on this occasion comes last with 
0-688 per cent., or nearly 69 marriages per ten thousand of its 
population. 

Tables X., XI., and XII. afford information as to the various details 
of the marriages taking place in Scotland and in its divisions during 
the year. From the latter we find that 1-48 per cent. of all the 
marriages were irregular, ze. without proclamation of banns or any

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religious ceremony. This is an increase upon those of like nature last 
year, but somewhat less than in 1878. 

9852 per cent. of all the marriages registered in Scotland were 
regular, and in the case of 11275 the ceremony was performed in 
accordance with the rites of the Established Church ; 5287 in accordance 
with the rites of the Free Church; 2981 in accordance with the rites 
of the United Presbyterian Church; 2337 in accordance with the rites 
of the Roman Catholic Church ; 700 in accordance with the rites of the 
Episcopal Church; 1529 according to the rites of other denominations; 
while in 33 cases the. denominations under which the marriage took 
place were not mentioned; and there were 363 irregular marriages. — 
In other words, the clergy of the Established Church performed 46°02 | 
per cent. of the ceremonies; those of the Free Church, 21°58 per cent. ; 
of the United Presbyterian Church, 12:17 per cent.; of the Romish 
Church, 9°53 per cent.; of the Episcopal Church, 2°85 per cent.; and of 
other denominations, 624 per cent.; while in 0°13 per cent. of the 
marriages, the denomination of the officiating clergyman was not stated. 
Table X. 

Of the total 24505 marriages, the ages of the men at the time of 
the ceremony are ascertained in 24501 cases, and of these 1769 or 7:22 
per cent. were minors, 2.e. under 21 years of age. In the case of the 
females, the ages of 24499 were obtained at marriage, and of these 5393 
or over 22 per cent. were then under 21 years of age. 31 men were at

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the time of their marriage over 70 years of age, whilst among the 
females only three entered into this state at a lke advanced period 
of life. Four men and six women do not state their age at marriage. 

The favourite age for marriage among both sexes, and generally 
throughout Scotland, is between 20 and 25, as 38:92 per cent. of the 
men, and 46°13 per cent. of the females married between these years. 

In the Insular-Rural districts, however, the largest proportion of 
the men marry between 25 and 30, for we find 35°33 per cent. of them 
doing so, as against 22:06 per cent. between 20 and 25.

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In the Principal Town districts one girl was under 15 at. her 
marriage: the youngest husband being a lad between 16 and 17, and 
in the same districts. 

The condition of the contracting parties previous to marriage is 
as follows :—20848 marriages took place between bachelors and spinsters ; 
764 between bachelors and widows; 2122 between widowers and spin- 
sters; and 750 between widowers and widows: in other words, 85:07 
per cent. of the marriages were between bachelors and spinsters; 3:12

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per cent. between bachelors and widows; 8°66 per cent. between widowers 
and spinsters ; and 3°06 per cent. between widowers and widows. 

Table XVIII. indicates in a somewhat crude manner the condition 
of elementary education among those who married in Scotland, and in 
its Groups, Divisions, and Counties during the year, inasmuch as we there 
find the percentage of men and women who at the date of their marriage 
peed the register by writing or simply by the adhibition of their 
mark, 

There is an improvement this year on last, as 92°62 per cent. of 
the men signed their names in 1880, against 92°37 per cent. in. 1879; 
and among the females 84°79 per cent. were able to do likewise in 1880, 
the proportion in the year previous being 84°69 per cent. 7°38 per cent. 
of the men adhibited their mark to the marriage document in 1880, as 
against 7°63 per cent. in 1879; 15:21 per cent. of the women doing the 
same, the percentage in 1879 among them being 15°31. 

In Ross and Cromarty the schoolmaster was evidently most wanted, 
as only 77°69 per cent. of the bridegrooms could write, and 49°31 per 
cent. of the brides; and in Inverness, Dumbarton, Bute, and Lanarkshires — 
over 10 per cent. of the former signed only by mark, whilst in 16 
counties a like proportion of the fairer sex did the same. 

Upon the two lower lines of Table XVIII, similar information is 
found as to Edinburgh and Glasgow. ‘The former, as usual, has the 


advantage of the latter; but in Edinburgh during the present year 97°28 


per cent. of the men signed by writing, while in 1879 there were 97°53 
per cent. able to do so. In Glasgow there is, on the other hand, an

‘DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in all Scotland during the year 
1880 was 75803, or 204°5 in every ten thousand of the estimated popula- 
tion. The mean death rate in Scotland for the last ten years was 217-9 
in every ten thousand of its inhabitants; so that although the proportion 
is higher than in 1879, the death rate is still much below the average 
for the last decennial period. 

In England we find from the Registrar-General’s Forty-third Annual 
Report, the death rate in 1880 to be 205 per ten thousand persons 
living, “the lowest recorded since civil registration began, with one 
single exception, namely in the year 1877, when the death raie was only 
203.” The Scotch death rate that same. year was 205°9 per ten 
thousand. 

The average death rate in the Sister Kingdom during the last. 
decennium (1870-1879) was 216 per ten thousand of its population. 

On looking at the death rate in the five groups of districts into 
which we divide Scotland for statistical purposes, it is seen that in the 
Principal Town districts 28873 deaths were recorded, or at the rate of 
242 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same; in the Large Town 
districts the deaths numbered 9840, or very nearly 224 per ten thousand 
of the inhabitants; in the Small Town districts the mortality was

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17482, in the proportion of 202 per ten thousand; in the Mainland- 
Rural districts they numbered 17557, or very nearly 163 per ten 
thousand; and in the Insular-Rural districts they were 2051, or 157 
per ten thousand of the inhabitants, the proportion as usual steadily 
falling as the space at the disposal of the people residing there increases,— 
the greater the crowding the higher the mortality. 

Tables XXI. and XXII. afford lke information as to the Principal 
Towns individually. In Glasgow the mortality for 1880 is at the rate 
of 2°61 per cent. of the estimated population; in Paisley it is 2°59 per 
cent.; in Dundee, 2°46 per cent.; in Greenock, 2°36 per cent.; in Leith, 
2°30 per cent.; in Perth, 2:23 per cent.; in Edinburgh, 2°19 per cent.; 
and in Aberdeen, 2:00 per cent. 

Of the total 75803 deaths in Scotland, 38055 are of males, and 37748 
of females, and in accordance with our numbers upon Table IL. it is found 
the proportion of male deaths to the estimated population per 1000 of 
its male inhabitants is 21°33, and of its female, 19°64. Table XX.

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thus shows that in each of the five groups of districts the proportion of 
male deaths exceeds that of the female, most markedly in the Principal 
Town group, next in the Large Town group, then in the Insular-Rural 
districts, followed by the Small Town districts; the least difference 
being in the Mainland-Rural group of districts. 
| Table XXIV. affords information as to the percentage of deaths to 
the estimated population at various periods of life among males and 
females in Scotland, and in each of its five registration groups. For 
Scotland as a whole the percentage of male deaths under one year of 
age is 10°157, and of female, 12°654. The highest mortality is in the 
Principal Town districts, where at this early age males perished at the 
rate of 18:389 per cent.; females at that of 15°308 per cent.; the lowest 
being in the Insular-Rural districts, where the males died at the ratio 
of 9°633 per cent., the females at 8-079 per cent. The three remaining 
districts are intermediate, and their death rate apparently in accordance 
with the density of the population residing in them. 

Under two years of age the percentage of male deaths in Scotland

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During the fourth year, the female mortality is again in excess of 
that of the male over Scotland generally, and especially in the Large 
Town, Small Town, and Mainland-Rural districts. In the Principal 
Town and Insular-Rural districts, on the other hand, a somewhat higher 
ratio of mortality is exhibited among the males than among the females. 

In the fifth year of life the percentage of female mortality again 
slightly preponderates over the male throughout Scotland as a whole, and 


individually in the Principal Town and Small Town districts; the reverse — 
occurring in the Large Town, Mainland-Rural, and Insular-Rural districts. 


Between 5 and 10 years of age there was not a marked difference 
between the male and female mortality, and in all but the Mainland- 
Rural districts the proportion of the former exceeded that of the latter. 
Between 10 and 15, the proportion of female deaths was to a slight 
extent in excess of that among the males in Scotland, and four of its five 
divisions. Between 15 and 20, the males agaln usurped the going over 
to the majority in greater proportion than the females, and that in all 
the districts. Between 20 and 80 the percentage of male deaths univer- 
sally overtopped that of the female, with the exception of a slight 
excess of the latter in the Large Town districts between 20 and 30, 
and in the Mainland-Rural districts between 30 and 40, At ages over 
‘80, greater changes occur, though the male mortality is still in excess 
of the female, but probably the number of deaths at the higher ages are 
not to be so strictly depended upon as those occurring at the earlier. 

Table XXVII. affords like information as to the percentage of 
deaths to the population at different ages in the Eight Principal Towns, 
the males and females being included together. Under one year of age, 
the greatest proportion of deaths takes place in Dundee and Perth, 
where 20°58 and 19:27 per cent. respectively succumb; and it is lowest 
in Aberdeen, with 14°43 per cent. At all years below 5, Glasgow shows 
the highest proportionate mortality, 8°68 per cent.; followed by Dundee, 
with 8°43 per cent.; Aberdeen being lowest, with 5°02 per cent. At the

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greater ages of 70 and above, the highest percentage of deaths occurs 
in Leith, Perth, and Greenock. : 

Upon Table XXV. interesting information may be obtained as to 
the ages at which deaths occur in Scotland and in its five registration 
groups of districts; thus at a glance we may notice the larger proportion 
of infantile mortality, and also among children beyond this stage, up 
to the age of 5 years. 

In Scotland, of the total deaths no fewer than 22°63 per cent. of 
males, and 18°31 per cent. of females die during their first year of life, 
the mean being exceeded in the Principal Town, Large Town, and Small 
Town districts; below the mean being the Mainland and Insular-Rural 
districts ; and during the first five years of life, the very large percentage 
of 40:01 of male, and 35°25 of female deaths is found to occur throughout 
Scotland generally, being highest in the Principal Town districts, viz., 
46°14 per cent. of males, and 41°35 per cent. of females; and lowest in 
the Insular-Rural districts, where 23°16 per cent. of males, and 18°87 per 
_cent. of females die yearly at these early ages. 

At the other end of the scale of life a large proportion of the popu- 
lation, both male and female, apparently attain to greater ages in the 
more ‘sparsely populated parts of the country, viz., the Mainland and 
Insular districts, than in the more crowded Town and City districts, as our 
table shows a larger proportion of the total deaths at ages of 70 and 
above to occur in the former than in the latter. Thus, of the females, 
who it is generally admitted are longer lived than the opposite sex, of: 
every 100 who died in the Principal Town districts not more than 10°65 
attained the age of 70, in the Large Town districts 15:4, in the Small 
Town districts 18:4; whilst in the Mainland-Rural 29:5, and in the In- 
sular-Rural districts 37°6, in every 100 attained a like age.

In all Scotland the deaths from the Miasmatic order of the Zymotic 
class of diseases in 1880 numbered 13229, being at the rate of 362 for 
every hundred thousand of estimated population of the country, and 
17°72 per cent. of all specified deaths registered during the year. The 
Principal Town districts have apparently suffered more heavily than any 
of the others, and in all there has been a greater proportion of mortality 
from diseases of this order than in 1879; this, at the same time, to a 
slightly greater extent in the Insular-Rural districts than in the Main- 
land-Rural, which is not the usual condition. 

Table XXXIITI. shows the percentage of the deaths from the 
Zymotics and other diseases grouped at various ages; thus from 0 to 5: 
years 31°37 per cent. of the total deaths at the same ages are due to the 
former; from 5 to 10 years 41°31 per cent. die of the same, and from 10: 
to 15 years 21°66 per cent. do likewise, after which the proportion falls 
off largely. This shows a considerable increase of mortality from such

diseases in 1880 over the same in 1879. Between 5 and 10 years is the 
age at which they are usually most fatal, children at those years running 
the greatest risk of infection while attending school, &c. 

Table XXXII. exhibits the number and proportion of deaths from 
the chief Zymotic diseases, and from all other causes arranged so as to 
present the mortality due to each during 5 successive periods of life. 
Out of every 100 deaths from Zymotic diseases 64:1 occurred during the 
first 5 years of life; 74-9 during the first 10 years of life; between 10 
and 15 years of age 3:0; between 15 and 60 they were 14:7; and at ages 
over 60 they were 7-4. | 

Hooping-cough stands at the head of the list as a cause of death, 
2641 deaths being due to this disease ; 93°8 per cent. of them occurring 
during the first five years of life, and 5-9 per cent. during the next 
quinguennial period. Scarlet Fever caused 2165 deaths, 62 per cent. of 
which were during the ages 0 to 5 years, 29 per cent. between 5 and 10 
years. Diarrhoea accounted for 2136 deaths, of which 69°6 per cent. were 
during the first five years of life, the next greatest percentage being 19°6

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at ages over 60. Fevers generally were fatal in 1667 cases, the period of 
greatest mortality from them being between 15 and 60 years of age, when 
52 per cent. of them occurred. Of the Fevers, Typhoid caused by far the 
largest mortality, viz. 1338, of which 51:1 per cent. of the deaths took place 
between 15 and 60 years of age, and 17-4 per cent. between 5 and 10 years. 
Typhus caused 170 deaths, 72°9 per cent. of them at ages between 15 and 
60. Simple Continued Fever caused 155 deaths, and Relapsing but 4. 
Measles accounted for 1427 deaths, 92:8 per cent. of them during the first 
five years of life, 55 per cent. between 5 and 10 years. Diphtheria caused 
838 exits, 64°5 per cent. of them within the first five years of life, 24:2 per 
cent. during the next quinquennial period. Croup caused 801 deaths, 90 
per cent. of them at ages under 5 years, 9:4 per cent. between 5 and 10 
years. Hrysipelas accounted for 363 deaths, 41:9 per cent. at ages under 
5 years, 27°3 per cent. between 15 and 60 years, and 28°6 per cent. at ages 
over 60. Syphilis is the cause of 228 deaths, no less than 86 per cent. of 
them being apparently congenital, as that proportion of deaths from the 
disease occurred during the first five years of life, and 12°3 per cent. were 
between ages 15 and 60. 

As regards the five registration groups into which Scotland is 
divided, we find that diseases of this same order, Zymotic, proved fatal in 
varying proportions; thus, in the Principal Town districts, which suffered 
most, 473 out of every hundred thousand of their population perished 


from one or other of them; in the Small Town districts the fatality was — 


382 per hundred thousand; in the Large Town districts 380 per hun-

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Scotland, as before mentioned, being 362 per hundred thousand of its 
estimated population of both sexes. 

Tables XXX. and XXXI. afford information regarding the mortality 
in the eight Principal Towns of Scotland as caused by various diseases, 
and we particularly note how the chief Miasmatics are here manifested. 

In Leith the deaths from diseases of this nature were at the rate of 
630 per hundred thousand of its inhabitants, no less than 253 of these 
being due to Scarlet Fever. Measles comes next with 99 deaths, and 
Hooping-cough follows with 87; Diarrhcea and Fevers bringing up the 
rear. 

In Glasgow the proportion of deaths from Miasmatics is 541 per 
hundred thousand of its population, of these 145 being due to Hooping- 
cough, 92 to Scarlet Fever, 65 to Measles, 75 to Diarrhcea, and 66 to 
Fevers. 

In Edinburgh the deaths from the same class of diseases is at the 
rate of 489 per hundred thousand of its inhabitants, Scarlet Fever being 
the most fatal, causing 156 in like proportion, Hooping-cough 94, Measles 
81, Diarrhoea 55, and Fevers 33. 

In Dundee the proportion is 430 per hundred thousand of popula-

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tion, Measles being responsible for 117, Hooping-cough for 83, Diarrheea 
for 108, Scarlet Fever 28, and Fevers, as Typhoid, Typhus, &c., 35. 

In Paisley the deaths from Miasmatics is at the rate of 416 in every 
hundred thousand of its inhabitants, 149 being referred to Hooping- 
cough, 60 to Diarrhcea, 46 to Typhoid Fever, and 44 to Measles. , 

In Perth the proportion is 348, Diarrhea causing the heaviest 
mortality, viz. 198, and Typhoid Fever 71 deaths in every hundred 
thousand of the population of the city, the other Miasmatics causing but 
a small proportion of the deaths in comparison with what they do in the 
other towns. 

In Greenock the corresponding mortality is 302, of which Hooping- 
cough is the cause of 75, Diarrhcea of 62, and Croup of 32 deaths per 
hundred thousand of its population.

Throughout Scotland 10 fatal cases of Small-pox occurred, in the 
persons of 6 males and 5 females. In Glasgow 2 females died from it, - 
one male in Dundee, one male. in Aberdeen, one male in Greenock, one 
male and 3 females in Arbroath, and one male in Renfrew. Of those one 
was an infant under 6 months, and one a child under 3 years of age. 
Tables XXXII., XXXIV., XXXV., and XXXVI. afford the information 
we are able to present regarding the deaths from this loathsome disease, 
aud the progress of vaccination in Scotland in 1880.

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are ascribed, and to Typhoid 1338, or 1°79 per cent. of all specified deaths.. 
The latter was most felt in the Small Town districts, where 2°30 per 
cent., and in the Mainland-Rural districts, where 1:98 per cent. of all 
specified deaths were due to it. Diarrhoea caused 2136 deaths, or 59 
per hundred thousand of the population of the whole country, being 
most fatal in the Town districts, where so many children succumb to: 
this disease. 

Cancer caused the death of 1873 persons, 683 being of the male, and 
1190 of the female sex, and at the rate of 51 per every hundred thousand 
of the population; the highest percentage to the total deaths from speci- 
fied causes being in the Mainland-Rural districts, where it was 3:07, and 
in the Small Town districts, where it was 2°75. 

Dropsy is assigned to be the cause of death in 436 cases, 185 males. 
and 251 females, in the proportion of 12 per hundred thousand of popu- 
lation, although it is perhaps more frequently a symptom accompanying 
a specific disease, as of Heart, Kidney, Liver, &c., than a disease per se. 

From the Tubercular order of diseases there were registered 11989 
deaths in Scotland, 5799 being males, and 6190 females, in the proportion 
of 329 deaths for every hundred thousand of the population; or, in other - 
words, 16:0 per cent. of the total deaths from specified causes came under 
this heading. The mortality is greatest in the Principal Town districts 
where in every hundred thousand of the population 410 succumbed to 
the various disorders ofa Tubercular nature; in the Large Town districts, 
it is 884, in the Small Town districts is 333, in the Mainland-Rural 226,

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and in the Insular-Rural districts the ratio of deaths is 204 per hundred 
thousand of their population. 

Consumption stands at the head of this order of disease, the deaths 
from it amounting to 8074, or 221 in every hundred thousand of popula- 
tion; the males numbered 3677, and the females 4397. 

Phthisis as a cause of death is found to be greatest in the Principal 
Town districts, where 1082 succumbed to it, or 271 in every hundred 
thousand of the inhabitants. | 

In Paisley the proportion of deaths from Phahiiaat is higher than in 
any of the other Hight Towns, viz., 323 per hundred thousand of popula-: 
tion ; in Glasgow it is 318; in Greenock, 289; in Perth, 269; in Dundee, 
245; in Aberdeen, 229; in Leith, 213; and in Edinburgh, 200 per 
hundred thousand. 

Hydrocephalus caused 1900 deaths in Scotland, 1029 males and 
871 females, being at the rate of 52 per hundred thousand of its 
population. Their percentage is highest in the Large Town districts, 
where 2°99 per cent. of the total deaths from specified causes in these 
districts fall under this heading. 

It is apparent, on Jooking at Tables XXVIII. and XXIX., that all 
the classes of the Tubercular order of disease are more prevalent the 
denser the population, and therefore with less air and light, &., available. 
for each person. 

To Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System 7701 deaths are 
ascribed, in the proportion of 211 in every hundred thousand of the 
population ; in other words, 10°31 per cent. of all deaths due to specified 
causes are of this nature, 4015 being males, and 3686 females. Apoplexy — 
-and Paralysis cause the largest mortality; from the former, 2006 are

Enteric Fever 
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returned as having died, or 55 per hundred thousand, 1031 being males, 
‘and 975 females; and from the latter, 2048, or 56 per hundred thousand, 
998 being of the male, and 1050 of the female sex; and it is in the 
Liarge Town, and Principal Town districts they bulk most largely. — 
Among the Principal Towns, Paisley apparently suffers most in propor- 
tion to its population from diseases of this class, the deaths being in the 
ratio of 306 per hundred thousand. Perth comes next, with 293 deaths, 
and Edinburgh least, with 215 in like proportion. 

To Diseases of the Circulatory System—Heart and Blood-vessels— 
4779 deaths are due, ze. 131 in every hundred thousand of the inhabi- 
tants, or 6°40 per cent. of all deaths from specified causes; 2402 are 
males and 2377 females. 

From Heart Disease 4514 deaths occurred in the persons of 2225 
males and 2289 females. Itis in the Principal Towns that diseases of this 
nature are fatal in the highest proportion; thus in Perth they are in the 
ratio of 177 per hundred thousand of population; next in Edinburgh, 176; 
next in Dundee, 144; and least in Paisley, with 104 in like proportion. 

From Diseases of the Respiratory System other than those included — 
under Consumption, Croup, Diphtheria, &c., there were 13824 deaths, 
males 7277, females 6547, at the rate of 379 per hundred thousand of 
population, or 18°52 per cent. of deaths from specified causes were due 
to them. Bronchitis and Pneumonia are responsible for a great propor- 
tion of this mortality, no fewer than 8562 deaths being due to the 
former, or 234 per hundred thousand of population, and to the latter, 
3203 deaths are ascribed, or 88 in similar proportion. In both cases 
the preponderance of them is in the Principal Town districts. 

From Diseases of the Organs of Digestion 4335 persons succumbed, 
at the rate of 119 in every hundred thousand of population, or 5°80 per 
cent. of all deaths from specified causes; of these 2130 were males, and 
2205 females. > 

From Enteritis 876 deaths occurred; from Hernia 133 deaths, 11 of 
these during the first three years of life, and 65 at ages over 60, and of 
those 29 were males, and 36 females. : 

From Liver Diseases, inclusive of Hepatitis and Jaundice, 1173 
deaths took place, 567 being males, and 606 females. 

To Diseases of the Urinary Organs 1603 deaths are - ascribed, 
ic. 44 in every hundred thousand population, or 2:15 per cent. of the 
deaths from specified causes, 1025 being males and 578 females. Of. 
these 491 were due to Bright’s Disease, 168 to Cystitis, and 34 to 
Vesical Calculi in the person of 28 males and 6 females. 

From Diseases of the Organs of Generation the deaths of 8 males 
and 184 females are registered, 82 of the latter being from Ovarian 
Dropsy, and 102 from Disease of the Uterus. | 

From Puerperal Causes 620 females died, 185 being from Puerperal 
Fever, 19 from Paramenia, and 416 from other direct effects of Child-birth. 
| From Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion—Bones and Joints— 
chiefly the latter, 237 males and 153 females died; and Diseases of the 
Skin and parts connected therewith are accountable for the deaths of 
132 males and 136 females. 

Under deaths from Premature Births are 890 males and 742 females, 
together 1632; and Teething was the ascribed cause of death in 691 
cases, 370 male and 321 female children; while to Spina Bifida, Cyanosis, 
and other Malformations, 147 males and 138 females succumbed.

From Old Age 1818 males and 2977 females died, in the proportion 
of 131 in every hundred thousand of the population. Of these, 24 men 
are between 95 and 100, and 7 over 100 years of age; and of the females 
76, and 19 are returned as having died at like advanced ages. One of 
the men, a crofter in Caithness, is said to have been 114 years old at 
death. Of the females 10 are over 100 years of age, and one, a widow, is 
reported of no less an age than 120 years at the time of her demise. 

From Violence, in one form or other, there suffered 1885 males and 
652 females, together 2537, or 3:40 per cent. of all deaths from specified 
causes were due to them. Fracture and Contusion was the cause in the 
case of 751 males and 175 females; Burns and Scalds in 148 males and 
140 females; Drowning in 631 cases, 530 being males and 101 females 
(of these 46 were cases of Suicide); 135 males and 116 females were 
accidentally suffocated. Among the cases of Drowning, are included 
those of 47 males and 12 females, who met their death by being in the 
train which was crossing the Tay Bridge when it fell, on the night of 
the 28th December 1879. 

There were 9 cases of Murder or Homicide. 

Suicide was resorted to by 115 males and 55 females, as follows :—

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WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


It is now an accepted fact, often enough proved, that the heaith 
of a people is much affected by the climatic changes which take place 
among them; and this is constantly presented to the notice of those 
who are wont to regard those changes which occur hourly, daily, weekly, 
and monthly, and compare with them the Sick and Death rate of corre- 
sponding periods and communities. 

Among the old and young, in other words, in the case of the feeble 
and those who are consequently not able to take proper care of them- 
selves from want of strength or want of knowledge, as is the case at 
either end of the span of hfe, we find with any considerable fall of 
atinospheric temperature, many struck down by the more acute 
pulmonary affections, and to this category may be added those suffering 
from long-standing organic diseases, especially of the Heart, Kidneys, and 
Lungs. The prevalence or not of Miasmatics is also to a considerable 
degree dependent upon the season of the year, and therefore upon 
climatic conditions. 

On looking to the end of the previous year, it is to be remembered 
that December of 1879 was a cold month, its mean temperature being 
34°-7; the thermometer in Hdinburgh upon one day registering 7°5, or 
24°°5 below freezing point; and towards the end of the month the 
weather became very windy, but mild. The daily deaths were 241.

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- For a brief notice of the Meteorology, &c., of the various months of the 
year, we refer to our Annual Report for 1880, 

January was remarkable for extremely high barometric pressure and 
httle rain. The mean temperature was 368. The month both began 
and ended with mild weather. Prevailing winds were W.S.W. The 
daily deaths were 224. 

February was remarkable for its high temperature, generally low 
barometric pressure, unusually strong WNW. ees and generally 
normal rainfall. The mean temperature was 41°°7. The daily deaths 
amounted to 223. 

March was on the whole an average month in its meteorological 
features. The prevailing wind was easterly; the barometric pressure 
was high; the mean temperature was 41°:2. The daily deaths 236. 

April 1880 was a favourable example of that month; the mean 
temperature 44°°7, having been 0°5 above the average of former years, 
and 4°3 above that of April 1879. There was an abundant rainfall, and 
the strength of the winds (E.N.E. and W.S.W.) not excessive. The daily 
deaths were 233. 

May was bright, dry, and breezy; the wind nearly equally divided 
between east and west; the mean temperature 49°, rather above the 
average of former years; considerable daily variations of temperature 
indicating an open sky; little humidity of the air, rather scanty rainfall; 
but strength of wind considerable, and barometric pressure high. The 
daily deaths were 215. 

June was chiefly characterised by the prevalence of east winds, with 
consequent lowering of the mean temperature, which was only 54°-9. 
There was a decrease of rainfall; the barometric column stood at its usual 
height. The daily deaths were 202. 7

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July was characterised by a frequency of east wind, accompanied 
with extra rainfall; and a mean temperature 56°°7, which was 0:7 below 
the average of former years. The daily deaths were 184. 

August was characterised by high barometric pressure, little rain, 
little wind, and remarkably high mean temperature amounting to 59-4. 
The general direction of the wind was E.8.E. The daily deaths were 186. 

September, like the month immediately preceding it, had the same 
meteorological characteristics. The mean temperature was 55°2. The 
daily deaths were 186. 

October was dry, cold, with a mean temperature of 52°4; high 
barometric pressure; only half the usual rainfall; preponderance of N. 
and EH. winds; and daily deaths amounting to 182. 

November was cold, wet, and stormy, with the wind generally from 
the W.N.W. The mean temperature was 3875, and the daily deaths 
were 217, } 

December was on the whole an average specimen of that month. Its 
mean temperature was 36°6; the barometric pressure was rather low, 
the rainfall rather scanty, strength of wind considerable, and, upon the 


whole, preponderance of W. winds. The daily deaths were 197. 


Tables XL. and XLI. afford information as to the meteorological 
changes during the successive months of 1880, and with them we have 
presented the more prominent points respecting the mean monthly 
temperature and the monthly mortality in Scotland during the same 
period. Thus we find January and December to be the two coldest 
months, 36°83 and 36°6 being their respective mean temperatures. 
February and March had improved, the mean temperature of the former 
being 41°-7, and of the latter 41°-2. | 

The warmest month was August, July being next. As usual, we

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find the columns showing the death-rate to be affected more or less in 
accordance with the variations in temperature. 

From Table XLII. some information may be obtained in the case of 
the Eight Principal Towns, as to the effects of temperature and other 
meteorological phenomena upon the death-rate from various diseases, 
and during each month of the year. 

Bearing i in mind that the weather of December 1879 was severe, the 
mean temperature being 34°°7, we are prepared to expect a high rate of 
mortality in January 1880, when the total deaths amounted to 2594, a 
daily average of 84. In March, April, and May the deaths were even 
more numerous than in January, after which they fell off until November, 
when with the advent of cold weather there was a considerable rise. 

We find that 5 cases of Small-pox occurred in these towns, 2 in 
March, 2 in July, and 1 in December. 

Measles was most fatal in April, but in March and May the mor- 
tality from it was also high, January showing the minimum. Scarlet 
Fever caused most deaths during November, but in September, October, 
and December they bulked largely; in March and April they were 
fewest. Diphtheria and Croup were most fatal in September and 
October. Deaths from Hooping-cough attained their maximum in April 
and May, and were also numerous during the first three months of the 
year; their minimum being in November. 

Deaths from all Fevers were most numerous in May, least so in 
February. Diarrhoea, as usual, is found to be most fatal and prevalent 
during the autumnal months August and September, while December and 
January are those in which they are fewest. 

Consumption presents a heavy roll for each month, May, April, and 
June showing the largest number of deaths. September the fewest, but 
even then 201. 

The various diseases of the Respiratory Organs are especially prone 
to be affected by changes of temperature and weather, in fact they are 
quite like a barometer. In January they bulk largest, the month

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following a very cold one, inasmuch as it is usual for a little time to 
elapse between the action of the inclemency of the weather, &c., upon 
the system of the sufferers and the occurrence of its fatal effect. February, 
March, November, and December are also heavily burdened with deaths 
from these causes; August and September have the lightest roll. 

From Heart Disease, and for much the same reason as in the case 
of the Lungs, the greatest mortality is seen to be in November, December, 
and January ; the least in the milder months of September and August. 

On Tables XLIV. and XLV. is presented the monthly mortality at 
four periods of life, as experienced in the Hight Principal Towns of 
Scotland during the year: in the latter table the months are equalised 
to a uniform length of 31 days for better comparison sake. 

In the case of children under the age of 5 years the greatest 
mortality occurred during the months of March and April, those months 
when several of the so-called children’s diseases, as also affections of the 
Respiratory Organs, eg., Bronchitis, were most rife. The minimum of 
deaths at this early age were during July. Adolescents, or those between 
the ages of 5 and 20 years, died in greatest number during May, June, 
and November; and on referring to Table XLII, it is seen that in the 
two former months, Phthisis was most fatal, whilst in November Lung 
diseases of a more acute nature come to the front as a frequent cause 
of death: February and January are apparently the months in which 
the smallest number of adolescents die. Adults, including those 
between 20 and 60, died in largest numbers during January, March, May, 
and November; the fewest deaths among them being during September. 
At these ages, 20 to 60, no fewer than 8064 deaths occurred in the Eight 
Towns, to be partly accounted for by remembering that it is during these 
years, in the case of the male sex at least, that most exposure to 
vicissitudes of temperature and climate occurs, as also to accidents, inas- 
much as men are then in the heyday of manhood, and as heads of 
families most able and wishful to work. 

Aged persons, or those over 60 years, died in greatest number during

November, March, February, and January, those months when the 
highest mortality occurred from Diseases of Heart and Brain, which so 
often cut off the old. The smallest mortality among those at advanced 
years was in September and August. 

Among the whole inhabitants of the Hight Principal Towns in 
Scotland, the deaths during each month ranked as follows in order of 
frequency :—March, April, November, May, January, February, December, 
June, October, July, August, September.
